Applicant cancelled claims 1-15. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 16-36 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 16, 31 and 36 are allowed since there is no prior art teaches a backlight 
for LCD comprising a bundle of optical fibers having the optically downstream 
side, which transmits light energy incident in a plane normal to the plane of the 
reflective layer. 

Claims 17-30 and 32-35 are allowed since they depend on the allowed claims.
